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This is a decision on the petition filed March 9, 2009, which is being treated as a petition under 37 CFR 
3.81 (b) to correct the name of the assignee on the front page of the above-identified patent by way 
of a certificate of correction. 

The petition is DISMISSED.

U.S. Patent and Trademark Office assignment records disclose that an assignment from Louis Guillou, 
et al. to FRANCE TELECOM, TELEDIFFUSION DE FRANCE and MATH RIZK was recorded on October 31, 
2008, after the date of issuance of this patent. Accordingly, since the assignment was not submitted 
for recordation until after issuance of this patent, issuance of a certificate of correction would not be 
proper.
